Keiitnck.y racing, during the aeaaon recently brought to a close, continued to proeiter. The most Im- 
IKjrtaiit development of the year was tlie resumption of racing over the Douglas Park track at Louisville, 
•vliicli bad lieeii unused for racing purposes since 1908. It might reasonably have been expected that the 
cdilltlon of another track to the circuit would have resulted lit an Increase of the number of days during 
Which racing went on in the old (sMumonwealth that is tlie home of tlie tbor<Highbr(*d In America, yet such 
was not the <*ase. In fact, under the readjustment of conditions attendant npisi the re-entry of the ^mglas 
* *rk Jockey t lub Into active racing following the tcmilnatlim of an agreement under which the two racing 
asMK'iatiniis at l>misville had iNH>:e<l their interests and liad jointly conducted meetings at Cniurchill Downs 
evcliislvely. the length of the racing tiam In Kentucky was reiluceil to 109 days, as compared with 110 In 
Bill. Thow* ill <-outrul of the various tracks that make up the circuit have lot It he known that It Is 
against their isilicy to ovenlo the sport and that they mean to avoid, if possible, the mistakes which uro- 
meters of racing in various parte of the country have made with blighting effects. 

It prolMiiily is true that the K«>nt«ck.v meetings of this year were more snccessfiil. everything cmisid- 
end than any imretofoiso lield iu the eld commonwealth. Racing seems to he finally established as the 
;ea«ling sport of Kentucky and Is one of the institutions of the sfat** which has given tlie American turf 
imsit of Its M|uin<> stars. Tlie flower ami chivalry of the state delight iu paying homage to the tlmrough- 
.ireil and It is truly a pleasing and refref.hing experience to oliserve the genuine entliiisiasm that prevails 
at ( hun-hill Ihiwns and other Kentucky tracks upon Derby Day or some such occaskm. It may truly be 
said that seiitiineut liolds first idace and that the achievements of a good horse are seemingly better ai»- 
pri“ciated !n Kentucky than in any other se<*tioti of tills great country. 

'Hie Keiituck.v meetings, Imth in the spring and in the faU. were marked by excellent racing, with tlie 
iH^t liorses in training iu America (simpering at one time or another. The pari-mutuel system of betting.

As in previous years, the IjitonU Jockey Club led the other associations In 
respect to amount of money distribated. but the New Isinisvllle Jockev Club continues to make the best 
showing with respect to dally average distribution. This season It materially Increased the margin bv 
which it has lieen the leader in this item.
